Your favors of the 31st ult and the 2nd inst., relative to the new mint, are at hand. I have 
urged the matter from this end of the line all that I know how, and have had frequent conferences 
with Mr. O’Neill and the Supervising Architect on the subject. I will do anything that you wish 
in connection with the matter, and take pleasure in doing so. 

I have addressed Gen. Bingham a communication on the subject and hope that it may 
prod him. 

Your letter and the letters of your officers in regard to the mint were sent with the letters 
of the Secretary, the Supervising Architect, and myself, to the Committee on Public Buildings. I 
did not keep a copy of any of the letters from your mint but sent the originals. 

As I have told Mr. O’Neill on several occasions the bill is in the very best possible shape 
so far as the recommendations of the Department officers are concerned, and there is no bill for 
public buildings before Congress with as strong recommendations. The one thing lacking now is 
concerted action upon the part of the Pennsylvania Delegation. If they will abandon small 
matters and take this in hand as the one thing they want I have no doubt they can get it through, 
especially as it does not involve an immediate appropriation.
